It was originally compos- 
ed of the direct descendants of the Pilgrims of the 
Mayflower, who removed from Duxbury, Plymouth, 
and other towns on the South Shore, to North Yar- 
mouth, The church now numbering about three 
hundred members still retains much of the old Puri- 
tan spirit. Ibe church and parish have been blessed, | 
we believe, with eight good pastors. ‘The venerable 
Gilman was pastor of the church for forty years. 
The late pastor, Rev. Mr, Shepley held his office | 
for twenty years. Rev. Francis Brown, D. D., was 
called from the pastoral charge of this church, to 
become the President of Dartmouth College. It is 
generally known that Rev, Dr. Cummings of the | 
“Christian Mirror” bad a successful ministry of | 
several years at North Yarmouth. | 

What is now Yarmouth is quite a large and pleas- | 
ant village. Ithas been favored for more than *| 
quarter of a century with a Classical and English 
Academy of a high character. Since 1326, when it | 
was well endowed by the State, it bas been quite 
flourishing.

“ON DRUGGING TO PREVENT CHOLERA.” 


Messrs. Evrrons:—lI have just fallen upon 
an article in your paper of August 9th, with 





the above caption, from the pen of Dr. Alcott, 
whose productions I have been wont to read| 
with interest and profit. With the sentiments 
of the article before me I fully coincide, with 
one important exception, That exception is, the) 
application of his principle to the Cholera Diar-| 
rhea. \n common diarrhea his prescription is 
excellent, and, in many cases, all the remedy 
that is required. But if my own careful obser- 
vation—in a city where the Cholera has raged 
of late—has taught me anything, it is, that the 
application of such principles to this disease) 
except asa preventive would be productive of} 
fearful mortality. Indeed this letting-alone 
practice is the well known cause of the great 
part of the mortality which attends the epidem- 
ic; for, rapid and appalling as it is, there is 
no disease that is found to be more completely 
under the control of medicine, when ,taken in 
season. Among the thousands of patients 
around me, I have yet to learn the first case, in 
which a seasonable application of the appro- 
priate medical remedies did not give effectual 
relief. The corative stage of the disease is 
the diarrhea, which instead of being a premon- 
itory symptom of cholera, our physicians have 
decided, ad-monitory of the presence of the dis- 
ease itself, and of the importance of a prompt 
application of effective remedies. If the les- 
sons of experience are worth any thing, in this 
case, then the attempt to stop a cholera diar- 
rhwa, by removing the exciting cause, would 
be as absurd as to think of stopping the jugu- 
lar vien, by as the murderous razor that 
severed it. The flood-gate of the vital system 
appear to be as effectually opened in the for- 
mer. 

Another instance is in my mind ofa very in- 
telligent elderly lady, whose case would proba- 
bly have been fatal, had not her husband provi- 
dentiaily discovered her symptoms, while she 

yet unapprehensive of danger from them. 
Her frequent, copious discharges gave her no 
alarm, because they were not scentiess, rice- 
water evacuations which she had been accus- 
tomed to regard as alone associated with Chol- 
era. The latter symptom, it is found, is com- 
monly preceded by billious discharges. 

What renders this incipient stage still more 
insidious is, that it is often attended with very 
little uneasiness or inconvenience. The pa- 
tient cannot realize that symptoms so mild can 








be the commencement of a disease so violent 





and rapid. The patient, in this case, approach- 
es the precipice of death under a delusion not 
unlike that which ingulphs the inexperienced 
navigator, as he is drawn gently and impercep- 
tibly towards the rapids of Niagara. 

There is another error, in relation to this 
malady, inculcated sometimes by physicians of 
the first respectability—inexperienced in Chol- 
era—of dangerous and fatal tendency. To 
caution people against the use of cogent medi- 
cine, without the authority of an attending phy- 
sician, is good advice, except in Cholera cases. 
But wait for the arrival ofa physician before 
you administer medicine in such cases—who is 
often detained fur hours by other applications 
equally urgent---and you may as well send also 
for an undertaker to come along with him. 
Every family, where Cholera rages, should be 
provided with appropriate remedies, to adminis- 
ter immediately upon an attack. The first half- 
hour, it has been truly remarked, is often worth 
a man’s life. 

Drugging, as a preventire of Cholera, is 
unquestionably bad. The preventives to be| 
relied on are temperate and regular habits, a 
caretul and nourishing diet, and a quiet mind.
